A Bla n of Ge nius, a n d W ho W a s Fu ll of 
V cdta ife a n H um or. 
I first saw the elder Behnett one 
bleak, snowy night toward the close 
of Lincoln’s presidency, says John 
Kussoll 
Young 
in Lijipincott’s. 
A 
guest with my ever hospitable and 
gentle friend, Mr. Haskin, at his Ford- 
ham 
residence, 
nothing 
remained 
after dinner but that we should speed 
over the snow with tinkling sleigh 
bell to the Bennett home on the Hud­ 
son. 
If my imagination had gone 
into darkened fancies over the ideal 
Bennett, the man as I saw him drove 
them away. 
Hair white and cluster­ 
ing, a smooth face, soon to have the 
comfort of aboard; rather above the 
middle size; prominent atpilline nose, 
a long, narrow head, with abundant 
development in perceptive faculties; a 
keen,*boriug, ©ye which tiirew arrowy 
glances, bantering rather than hearty 
laughter; a firm, masterful jaw; talk 
in a broad, Scottish accent, which ho 
seemed to nurse with a relish. 
His 
speech had the piquant, sauey collo­ 
quialisms which stamped his individ­ 
uality on the Herald. 
His manner, 
stately, courteous, was that of a high­ 
bred gentleman of unique intelligence 
giving 
opinions as 
if 
they 
were 
aphorisms, like one given to have his 
own way. 
Whatever he may have 
seemed in the columns of his journal, 
the man as ho 
woleonictl us was 
wreathed in courtesy and g’ood will. 
I was to sec Bennett on many occa­ 
sions between this winter's night en­ 
counter in 18(31 and our last meeting 
in May 1 8 7 2, a month before ho died. 
You felt in bis company the impres­ 
sion of a man of genius: humor, apt 
to run into mockery, until it seemed 
almost as if it were the bpirit of Vol­ 
taire 
breathing through him. 
His 
mind 
teemed 
with 
ideas, 
which 
streamed into his talk 
bauey phrases, 
invectives, nicknames, keen bits of 
narrative, surcharged with a cynical 
pessimism, 
which 
remained, 
one 
might fancy, as a legacy of early 
days of disappointment and 
trial. 
^ For this man had fought the world-— 
had 
fought 
it 
down! 
The 
world 
would not come in his need, and now 
he reigned apart, looking down lipon 
it with scorn. 
Bennett admired An­ 
drew Jackson, and next to Jackson 
his admiration was Grant. 
He was 
the first of the great editors to recog­ 
nize Grant. 
He felt the ailinity of 
the general's .Scottish blood or the 
attraction of his Scottish tenacity of 
character. 
The editor had an eye 
for results, and 
tlie campaigns of 
Grunt were ripe in I'esults. 
Bennett 
did not have a eheei-ful view of the 
war; 
he could see no outlook but 
irretriovable 
bankruptcy, 
against 
which, he said with a smile, ho had 
provided by keeping a special 'deposit 
of gold in the Chemical bank.

lighten by successive and brighter 
shades of color into a starred ceil­ 
ing in which is a circular window, 
the stained glass of which surrounds 
a white dove and through all falls a 
pillar of light upon the altar below, 
producing an almost indescribable 
effect. 
On either side of the sanct­ 
uary are large vestries. 
In

to the ceiling is t.6 feet.
